The  Thirty-seventli  Annual  Meeting  of  tlie  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Kelief  of  Disabled  Firemen,  was 
held  at  the  Hall  of  the  Fire  Association,  S.  W.  corner  of  Fifth 
I  and  North  Streets,  on  Monday  evening,  Jan.  2d,  1871.  Vice- 
I  President,  Joseph  P.  Lyndall,  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of 
the  previous  annual  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Deport  of  the  Trustees  was  then 
read  and  approved,  and  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  adopted, 

I  it  is  printed  herewith. 

i  On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Peto,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
!  were  empowered  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  such  legis- 
I  dation  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  perpetuate  the 
existence  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  George  W.  Dull  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : — “  That  the  Bolls  of  the  Association  be  declared 
closed,  and  hereafter  no  new  members  be  admitted.^^ 

By  resolution  adopted,  an  election  for  seven  Trustees,  to 
serve  for  three  years,  was  proceeded  with,  the  Vice-President 
having  named  Col.  Peter  C.  Ellmaker  as  Judge,  and  Messrs. 
James  McGough  and  John  T.  Watson,  as  Tellers,  to  conduct 
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the  same,  who  reported  that  the  following-named  gentlemen 
were  duly  elected,  viz : —

being  no  further  business  a  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed.

TRUSTEES’  REPORT.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Philadelphia  Associ¬ 
ation  for  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen, 

Gentlemen  : 

On  the  occasion  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Association  this  year,  1870,  an  election  for  officers  was  held, 
and  the  usual  committees  were  appointed. 

It  was  then  proposed  that  if  agreeable  to  our  much-esteemed 
President,  George  W.  Try  on,  our  first  stated  meeting  should 
be  held  at  his  residence. 

The  proposition  was  made  in  due  form,  and  met  with  his 
hearty  concurrence,  and  when  we  assembled  beneath  his 
hospitable  roof,  it  was  difficult  to  ascertain  who  was  most 
gratified,  his  associates  or  himself. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Association,  Edward  D.  Yates,  was 
obliged,  in  view  of  removal  from  the  city,  to  offer  his  resig¬ 
nation,  after  having  ably  and  faithfully  fulfilled  the  duties  of 
his  office  for  nearly  ten  years.  D.  B.  Baker,  Esq.  was 
unanimously  elected  to  supply  his  place. 

We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  record  the  death  of  a  member 

1* 
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of  the  Hope  Hose  Company,  resulting  from  severe  contusions 
and  burns,  received  whilst  assisting  at  the  fire  on  Delaware 
Avenue  below  Chestnut  Street,  from  explosion  of  fire  works. 

At  the  Sugar  House  fire  at  Crown  and  Race  Streets,  three 
members  of  the  Philadelphia  Hose  Company  were  killed,  and 
a  number  of  firemen  were  severely  injured. 

Our  appropriations  during  the  year  to  the  Relief  Committee 
amount  to  $2,991,  of  which  sum  $250  were  expended  upon 
funerals. 

The  sum  total  appropriated  by  us  for  Relief  since  the  origin 
of  our  Association  is  $42,200.36.  The  amount  set  apart 
this  year,  was  distributed  amongst  90  persons,  including  11 
widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  firemen. 

We  have  an  addition  to  our  numbers  of  114  annual,  and 
4  life  members;  92  names  have  been  erased  from  our  roll, 
making  the  present  total  of  life  members  448,  and  of  annual 
members  1,138.  In  all  our  Association  comprises  1,586 
members. 

We  return  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Physicians  and  Sur¬ 
geons  who  have  rendered  gratuitous  and  efficient  aid  when 
requisite ;  also  to  our  Solicitor,  Joseph  T.  Ford,  for  the  services 
rendered  in  our  behalf. 

We  have  received  $150  for  neglect  to  close  hatchways,  and 
several  cases  are  still  in  litigation  for  violation  of  hatchway 
and  gunpowder  laws.

Our  obligations  are  due  Frederick  Fraley  for  $  50  received 
from  him,  and  $16.60  from  Proprietors  of  the  Evening 
Bulletin. 
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The  Relief  Committee  are  earnest  and  faithful  in  the  fulfil¬ 
ment  of  their  duties,  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  awarded 
them  for  the  same.

CHARTER,  ETC. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 

Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  oj-  Pennsylvania,  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  so.me,  That  all  and  every  person  who  shall  at  the  time  of 
the  passing  .of  this  act  be  members  of  the  Association 
called  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Dis¬ 
abled  Firemen/'  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and 
declared  to  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 
Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record  or 
elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  and  enjoy 
to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annui¬ 
ties,  franchises,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  and  chattels  of 
what  nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
or  choses  in  action  ]  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  sell, 
grant,  devise,  alien,  or  dispose  of;  and  also  to  make  and 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew 
at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in 
execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as 
shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government 
of  the- said  Corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  Charter 
or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  Commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular 
the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  ap¬ 
pertain  to  do,  for  the  well-being  of  the  said  Corporation, 
and  the  due  management  and  ordering  of  the  aifairs  thereof: 
Provided,  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  real  estate 
held  by  the  said  Corporation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
six  thousand  dollars. 
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Section  2.  The  following  shall  be  the  fundamental 
Articles  of  said  Corporation  : — 

AETICLE  I. 

The  object  of  the  Asspciation  shall  be  the  relief  of  Dis¬ 
abled  Firemen,  their  widows  and  orphans,  and  the  relief  of 
persons  not  firemen,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  by  fire 
apparatus. 

AETICLE  11. 

The  government  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  twenty-one  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  in  January  of 
each  and  every  year,  who  shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own 
officers,  and  to  require  satisfactory  bonds  from  the  Treasurer 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

AETICLE  III. 

The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  permanently  in¬ 
vested,  and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  shall  be  appro¬ 
priated  to  no  other  object  than  those  for  which  the  Society 
is  instituted.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same.  That  immediately  after  the  passage -.of  this  ‘Act  the 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  under  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  shall  meet,  and  by  casting  lots  be  divided 
equally  into  three  classes  ;  those  of  the  first  class  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  those  of  the  second  class  for  two  years,  and 
those  of  the  third  class  for  three  years,  to  be  computed  from 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty  eight,  and  the  members  of  the  Association  shall 
annually  thereafter  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January  elect 
seven  Trustees  to  serve  for  three  years,  or  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected.

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOOIATIOK.

ARTICLE  I. 

All  members  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia  may  become  members  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  by  paying  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar, 
and  signing  these  articles,  and  paying  annually  thereafter 
one  dollar,  to  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January;  and  in  default  thereof  for  three  months,  they 
shall  be  notified  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  not  paid  within 
three  months  from  the  time  of  the  date  of  such  notice,  their 
names  may  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  members,  at  the 
option  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

But  every  member  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempt  from 
said  annual  payment,  and  become  a  permanent  member, 
by  paying  to  the  Treasurer,  either  by  annual  instalments 
or  otherwise,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  obtaining  his 
certificate  therefor. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Citizens,  not  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  may 
wish  to  aid  the  funds  of  the  Association,  may  become  life 
members  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  for  which  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  attested  by 
the  proper  officers. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  at  7  o^clock 
in  the  evening,  when  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the 
report  of  the  Trustees  of  their  transactions  for  the  past  year. 
Second,  the  election  of  twenty-one  persons  to  serve  as  Trus- 
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tees  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  until  the  organization  of  a  new 
Board  of  Trustees,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  ( Provided^  that  no  two  persons^  members  of 
the  same  Company j  he  elected  as  Trustees^  and  that  no  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not  paid  his  arrearages)  y 
after  which  other  business  may  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  within  one  week  after 
their  election,  and  choose  out  of  their  own,  body,  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary;  who  shall  officiate  as  officers  of  the  Society  at 
large,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem 
advisable. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  have  the 
control  of  the  funds  and  general  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Association,  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  generally 
to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  designs  of  this  Institution; 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur 
in  their  body,  and  shall  at  every  annual  meeting,  or  oftener 
if  required,  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  transactions 
to  the  Association,  stating  the  number  of  members,  how 
many  admitted,  and  how  many  stricken  off;  the  state  of 
their  funds,  the  amount  and  nature  of  relief  granted, 
whether  to  members,  their  families,  or  others  not  members ; 
and  such  other  information  as  they  may  think  would  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  when  requested 
in  writing  by  any  ten  members. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Firemen,  members  of  this  Association,  who  may  receive 
personal  injury  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  whose 
health  has  been  seriously  injured  by  a  course  of  active  ser- 
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vice  in  the  department,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
such  firemen,  shall  be  the  immediate  objects  of  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Individuals  not  connected  with 
this  Association,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  from 
fire  apparatus,  may  also  receive  aid  at  the  option  of  the 
Trustees. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

In  no  case  shall  either  of  the  preceding  articles  be 
altered,  amended,  or  repealed,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  general  meeting  of  the 
Association  convened  for  that  special  purpose.
